Later  in  the  same  act  the  gold  value  joke  comes  up  again.  Fop  referring  to  his 
watch  says 

‘.  .  .  made  of  old  spurroyal  Gold,  newly  returned  from  Holland,  to  quicken  the 

motion.’ 

The  spur  ryal  was  the  last  descendant  of  the  noble  which  became  the  ryal,  after 
the  French  royal,  and  then  the  spur  ryal,  by  a  pun — the  sun  of  York  on  the  reverse 
of  the  coin  (‘Now  is  the  winter  of  our  discontent  Made  glorious  summer  by  this  sun 
of  York’)  resembled  a  rowel,  the  revolving  disc  on  a  spur.  This  is  a  most  valuable 
and  interesting  allusion  relating  to  the  ryals  which  were  exported  to  Holland  in  such 
numbers  and  were  imitated  there.  There  is  a  hint  here  of  the  return  of  the  ryals  to 
England  as  the  economic  condition  of  the  one  country  declined  and  the  other  rose. 
This  is  the  only  literary  reference  I  have  ever  come  across  relating  to  the  return  of 
the  ryals,  though  the  existence  of  such  large  numbers  of  the  continental  imitations  in 
this  country  suggests  that  the  ryals  did  come  back  and  their  imitations  with  them. 
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The  jest  once  more  finishes  off  with  the  old  angel  chestnut;  says  Crack:  ‘The  Angel 
be  your  guard  and  mine  the  Watch.’  The  angels  were  of  course  made  in  the  same 
standard  of  gold  as  the  ryals  i.e.  crown  gold  of  twenty  three  and  two  thirds  carat. 

In  Act  3  we  come  to  an  end  of  our  numismatic  jests.  Once  more  the  reference  is 
to  the  regard  had  abroad  for  our  crown  gold  coins.  Holland  had  had  her  golden 
century  and  must  disgorge  somewhat,  the  stream  is  going  to  France  rising  on  the 
economic  crest.  Wilding,  the  rake,  referring  to  Mrs  Courtwit’s  looking-glass,  says 
‘And  yours  represents  the  beautyfullest  Angel  that  ever  England  produced  for 
France  to  adore.’ 

The  sub-heading  to  the  Rawlins’  illustrations  in  the  August  issue  should  have  read  crown  instead  of  pound. 


APPENDIX 

RAWLINS’  LITERARY  WORKS  By  Henry  Hardy 

In  the  course  of  checking,  at  the  author’s  request,  one  or  two  points  of  fact  in  the 
above  article,  I  have  come  across  references  to  a  number  of  other  w’orks  either 
certainly  or  probably  by  Rawlins.  I  append  below  a  list  of  these,  in  chronological 
order  of  publication.  I  have  verified  all  the  references  by  inspecting  the  actual  works 
in  the  Bodleian,  except  in  the  case  of  the  following  four  works,  of  which  I  have  not 
been  able  to  trace  copies:  the  1654  edition  of  The  Rebellion ;  Chamberlain’s  Jocabella; 
Calanthe',  and  Good  Friday.  The  reference  to  Jocabella  is  Hazlitt’s,  in  the  1875 
edition  of  The  Rebellion.  The  references  to  the  other  three  works  come  from  William 
Oldys,  by  a  route  too  obscure  and  complicated  to  describe  here.  All  the  works  I  have 
inspected  were  published  in  London. 

Security  of  attribution  is  variable.  As  Arnold  Mallinson  says,  Rawlins’  name 
appears  on  the  title  page  of  The  Rebellion ,  so  there  is  no  doubt  there.  His  full  name 
is  also  printed  at  the  foot  of  all  the  prefatory  verses  I  have  seen.  The  attribution  on 
the  title  page  of  Tom  Essence  is  handwritten.  Tunbridge-Wells  is  ‘by  a  person  of 
quality’.  I  have  not  discovered  what  grounds  there  are  for  attributing  these  two 
comedies  to  Rawlins.  The  author  of  all  the  other  works  listed  is  given  as  ‘T.R.’:  in 
the  case  of  The  Extravagant  Sheepherd  the  attribution  to  Rawlins  is  to  be  found  in 
the  British  Museum  catalogue;  in  the  case  of  Calanthe  and  Good  Friday  the  authority 
is  again  Oldys,  who  is  said  to  have  seen  the  full  name  in  the  ‘presentation-book’. 
Also  by  T.R.  is  The  Slaughter  of  the  Innocents ,  a  translation  from  Marino’s  Strage 
de  gli  Innocenti :  I  have  seen  no  attribution  to  Rawlins  in  this  case,  and  if  it  were  his 
it  would  be  another  posthumous  publication,  having  appeared  in  1675. 

Further  research,  particularly  in  the  British  Museum,  would  doubtless  bring 
greater  clarity  and  certainty  into  this  area.  But  the  preliminary  results  listed  below 
are  more  comprehensive  and  accurate  than  any  single  account  of  Rawlins’  writings 
yet  published.  The  main  impression  I  have  received  from  searching  for  works  by 
Rawlins  is  of  the  cavalier  inaccuracy  of  certain  antiquaries,  usually  caused  by  failure 
to  check  references.  In  particular  it  may  be  worth  noting  that  the  entry  in  the 
Dictionary  of  National  Biography  is  quite  unreliable.

JOHN  THORNTON  OF  NEWPORT  — A  PROPOSED 

RE-ATTRIBUTION 

By  Peter  Morley 
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Students  of  the  seventeenth-century  series  of  English  trade  tokens  will  be  fully 
aware  of  the  need  to  establish  correct  county  attributions  for  tokens  which  bear  a 
very  common  place  name.  The  following  notes  are  an  attempt  to  place  beyond  further 
doubt  one  such  token,  that  issued  by  John  Thornton  of  Newport  (BW.  Hampshire 
117;  Shropshire  52). 

Although  the  surname  Thornton  appears  in  the  list  of  names  noted  on  tokens  by 
Thomas  Snelling  (1712-1773),1  it  is  impossible  to  deduce  from  this  which  of  the  half- 
dozen  or  so  tokens  known  today  issued  by  branches  of  the  family  came  to  his  atten¬ 
tion.  The  subject  of  these  notes  was  unknown  to  William  Boyne,2  but  would  appear 
to  have  first  been  published  in  1881,  and  claimed  for  Newport,  Shropshire.  For  the 
sake  of  clarity,  it  has  been  thought  best  to  split  up  these  notes  into  the  counties  for 
which  the  token  has  been  claimed  in  chronological  sequence,  namely  Shropshire, 
Hampshire,  Essex  and  Buckinghamshire. 


Shropshire 

Prior  to  the  publication  of  Boyne’s  work  in  1858,  the  tokens  of  the  county  town 
of  Shropshire  had  attracted  more  localised  attention  than  those  of  the  rest  of  the 
county.  An  excellent  list  of  Shrewsbury  tokens,  coupled  with  a  page  of  woodblocks, 
were  published  by  Hugh  Owen  (1761-1827)  in  1825. 3  It  is  not  known  whether  Owen 
collected  coins,  although  a  contemporary  who  often  spoke  of  him  did.  The  con¬ 
temporary,  Charles  Hulbert  (1778-1857),  mentions  his  collection  in  at  least  one  of  his 
literary  works,4  but  it  would  appear  that  this  early  Shropshire  numismatist  lost  a  part 
of  his  collection  in  a  fire  in  1839. 
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Notes  on  trade  tokens  generally  appeared  quite  frequently  in  the  Shropshire  press 
from  1870  until  the  turn  of  the  century.  Recognising  the  need  for  a  comprehensive 
study  of  Shropshire  tokens,  amongst  others,  a  certain  ‘N.W.S.’  appealed  in  the 
Oswestry  Advertiser  of  18  June  1873  for  the  paper  to  publish  ‘a  complete  list  of 
Welsh  and  Border  tokens,  from  Boyne  and  other  sources”,  in  their  ‘Bye-Gones’ 
section. 

The  appeal  was  answered  in  part  in  the  issue  dated  6  April  1881,  which  contained 
a  list  of  Shropshire  tokens,  including,  for  the  first  time,  the  token  of  John  Thornton 
of  Newport.  The  author  was  James  William  Lloyd  (1838-1906),  by  trade  the  pro¬ 
prietor  of  a  shoe  shop  in  Bridge  Street,  Kington,  Herefordshire.  Without  doubt 
Lloyd  was  the  leading  authority  of  his  day  on  trade  tokens  of  the  Welsh  and  Border 
counties,  and  possessed  a  large  collection. 

His  Shropshire  list  was  compiled  with  the  help  of  H.  S.  Gill  (q.v.)  and  included 
no  notes  on  the  issuers,  although  an  Oswestry  correspondent  provided  some  details  on 
tokens  of  his  town  in  the  Advertiser  dated  8  June  1881.  To  his  details  the  editor  of 
the  paper  added  “we  hope  to  see  the  list  (of  Shropshire  tokens)  and  a  goodly  number 
of  notes,  published  in  the  Transactions  of  the  Shrop:  Arch:  Soc:” 

The  Transactions  of  the  Shropshire  Archaeological  and  Natural  History  Society 
date  from  the  founding  of  the  Society  in  1877,  and  one  of  the  eariy  contributors 
was  Edward  Jones  (1809-1885),  the  Newport  agent  for  the  London  Assurance 
Company.  Jones  published  a  paper  on  the  history  of  Newport,5  which  included  the 
same  list  of  tokens  credited  to  that  town  by  Lloyd  in  1881,  but  no  background  notes 
on  the  issuers.  This  is  probably  the  only  history  of  the  Shropshire  Newport  which 
has  been  compiled. 

Lloyd  edited  the  Shropshire  section  of  Williamson’s  Boyne,6  largely  unaltered 
from  the  original  list  which  appeared  in  the  Oswestry  Advertiser.  The  omission  of 
background  notes  for  many  localities  again,  led  to  correspondence  in  the  ‘Notes  and 
Queries’  corner  of  the  Shrewsbury  Chronicle.  At  the  same  time  as  criticising  Lloyd, 
a  correspondent  preferring  to  write  under  the  initial  F  contributed  useful  material 
on  the  Shrewsbury  issuers  to  the  paper  in  May  and  June  1892.  In  the  issue  dated  24 
June  1892,  Lloyd  replied  to  F,  part  of  his  letter  explaining  the  dearth  of  notes  on 
Shropshire  tokens : 

“It  was  unfortunate  that  no  resident  in  Shropshire  came  forward  to  assist 
Mr.  Williamson  in  editing  his  valuable  work,  and  the  duty  therefore  fell 
upon  my  miworthy  hands.  I  can  assure  ‘F’  and  your  readers  generally  that  it 
was  from  want  of  opportunity  and  means  of  obtaining  information  about  the 
issuers  and  their  families  that  my  notes  were  so  scanty  . . .” 

The  only,  but  incomplete,  post-Williamson  list  of  Shropshire  tokens  to  my 
knowledge,  appears  in  the  programme  of  the  Exhibition  of  Shropshire  Antiquities, 
organised  by  the  Shropshire  Archaeological  Society  and  held  at  the  Music  Hall, 
Shrewsbury,  from  10  to  21  May,  1898.  The  programme  lists  97  of  the  then  107 
known  Shropshire  17th  century  tokens.  Of  these,  92  were  from  Lloyd’s  cabinet,  the 
other  five  being  exhibited  by  the  Mayor,  Mr.  E.  Corbett,  and  Corporation  of  Shrews¬ 
bury. 

The  ten  tokens  recorded  by  Lloyd  but  not  represented  at  the  Exhibition  were 
almost  certainly  mentioned  by  name  in  the  two-part  paper  entitled  ‘Shropshire  Coins 
and  Tokens’,  read  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Shropshire  Quarter  Sessions  and  well- 
known  numismatist,  Robert  Lloyd  Kenyon  (1848-1931)  of  West  Felton,  Oswestry.7 
Among  them  was  that  of  John  Thornton  of  Newport,  which  would  suggest  that  Gill 
told  Lloyd  of  the  existence  of  the  token  prior  to  1881,  and  proffered  the  opinion  that 
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it  might  belong  to  the  Shropshire  Newport.  If  Lloyd  had  not  approached  Gill,  the 
John  Thornton  token  would  in  all  probability  never  have  been  associated  with 
Shropshire  at  all. 

Had  Lloyd  or  Jones  carried  out  any  background  research  into  the  existence  of  the 
Thornton  family  in  the  Newport  area,  they  would  have  drawn  a  blank,  as  the  present 
author  has  done.  There  is  no  trace  of  the  name  Thornton  in  the  parish  register,  while 
Hearth  and  Poll  Tax  Assessments  for  the  Hundred  of  South  Bradford  are  likewise 
silent.8  No  clues  may  be  drawn  from  the  Newport  Burgesses’  Minute  Book  for  1671, 
and  no  Wills  for  any  Thorntons  living  in  the  area  at  that  period  exist,  either  in  the 
Public  Records  Office  or  at  the  Lichfield  Joint  Record  Office.  The  name  does  appear 
in  the  Shrewsbury  parish  register  (some  1 7  miles  distant),  but  otherwise  the  closest 
to  it  occurring  throughout  the  county  is  Thornes,  which  has  Staffordshire  origins 
dating  back  to  early  Plantagenet  times.9 

Hampshire  (Isle  of  Wight) 

Compared  with  Shropshire,  rather  less  interest  seems  to  have  been  generated  on 
the  subject  of  trade  tokens  in  Hampshire  and  the  Isle  of  Wight  in  the  last  century. 
Apart  from  Boyne,  the  writer  has  only  seen  one  work  published  in  the  area  prior  to 
1880  which  covers  tokens.10  Lockhart  lists  only  the  tokens  in  the  Isle  of  Wight 
Museum  at  Newport  (founded  1862),  but  the  John  Thornton  token  is  not  among  them. 

However,  much  valued  work  was  being  carried  out  in  the  field  of  seventeenth- 
century  tokens  generally  by  Henry  Septimus  Gill  (1805-1892).  Gill,  a  past  mayor 
and  sometime  magistrate  for  the  borough  of  Tiverton,  Devon,  had  numerous  interests, 
which  included  astronomy  and  numismatics.  Through  numerous  papers  published 
in  local  archaeological  society  journals  and  the  Numismatic  Chronicle ,  he  imparted 
details  of  several  hundred  tokens  not  published  by  Boyne. 

In  one  such  paper,  the  subject  of  these  notes  was  brought  before  a  much  wider 
spectrum  of  numismatists  than  Lloyd  could  hope  to  achieve  in  the  Oswestry 
Advertiser.  On  17  May  1883  Gill  presented  a  talk  to  the  Numismatic  Society,  later 
published,11  which  added  a  total  of  78  ‘new’  tokens  to  the  list  given  by  Boyne.  The 
John  Thornton  token  was  among  “a  dozen  fresh  ones  for  Newport,  Isle  of  Wight”. 
In  the  published  version  of  the  talk,  the  token  is  listed  as  No.  39. 

Having  supplied  the  description  of  Thornton’s  token  to  Lloyd  with  a  belief  that 
it  belonged  to  Shropshire,  and  then  including  it  under  Newport,  Isle  of  Wight,  shows 
that  Gill  was  unsure  as  to  the  token’s  place  of  emanation.  Williamson  followed  Gill’s 
lead  in  revising  the  Hampshire  section  of  Boyne’s  work,  without  drawing  a  cross- 
reference  to  the  fact  that  Lloyd  had  included  it  in  his  Shropshire  list. 

The  first  series  of  authoritative  notes  on  Isle  of  Wight  tokens  were  published 
by  H.  E.  Jacobs  in  1927.12  Henry  Edgar  Jacobs  (1861-1946),  a  native  of  Ryde  and 
later  of  Sandown,  was  a  very  keen  numismatist  who  had  held  an  interest  in  the  tokens 
of  his  island  for  over  30  years.  He  spoke  of  the  John  Thornton  token  thus: 

“This  is  a  rare  token.  I  only  know  of  one  specimen — and  my  correspondent 
stated  he  had  not  heard  of  another.  If  this  is  correct,  he  must  have  supplied 
Williamson  with  the  description  of  the  token  mentioned  by  him.” 

From  this  it  seems  apparent  that  Jacobs  had  not  realised  that  Williamson  copied 
Gill’s  description  published  in  the  NC,  1883,  although  it  is  interesting  to  learn 
that  he  (Jacobs)  knew  of  another  collector  who  possessed  a  specimen. 

Just  over  four  years  later,  however,  Jacobs  had  changed  his  mind  about  the  token 
belonging  to  the  Isle  of  Wight  (see  the  Essex  section),  probably  after  finding  that 
the  name  Thornton  did  not  occur  at  Newport  on  the  island  in  the  17th  century.  The

only  two  works  on  Hampshire  and  Isle  of  Wight  tokens  published  since,13  both  in¬ 
clude  the  John  Thornton  token,  but  with  the  reservation  that  it  might  belong  to 
Newport,  Shropshire — a  supposition  almost  certainly  disproved  in  the  above. 

Surprisingly,  perhaps,  the  principal  archaeological  society  in  the  county  has 
virtually  ignored  trade  tokens  in  its  Papers ;14  in  any  case,  there  is  no  mention  of 
tokens  of  the  Isle  of  Wight,  nor  are  there  in  Hampshire  Notes  & Queries ,15 

Essex 

Just  over  four  years  after  including  John  Thornton’s  token  in  his  notes  on  those  of 
the  Isle  of  Wight,  Jacobs  had  changed  his  mind — the  token  belonged  instead  to 
Newport  (formerly  Newport  Pond),  Essex.  On  27  January  1932,  he  explained  to  a 
meeting  of  the  British  Numismatic  Society10  that  he  had,  “with  much  care,  collected 
evidence”,  which  was  quoted,  “almost  certainly”  assigning  the  token  to  Essex.  The 
minutes  of  the  meeting  record  a  proposal  that  Jacobs’  evidence  be  printed  in  full  in  a 
future  volume  of  the  British  Numismatic  Journal,  but  this  did  not  materialise. 

Unfortunately,  Jacobs’  original  notes  on  the  subject  no  longer  exist  either.  Miss 
Iris  Jacobs  kindly  informs  me  that  her  father’s  interest  in  numismatics  declined  after 
the  death  of  his  wife  Ellen  in  1934.  He  resigned  his  membership  of  the  British 
Numismatic  Society  soon  afterwards,  and  because  of  failing  eyesight  and  the  danger 
of  falling  bombs,  disposed  of  his  coin  collection  and  cabinet  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
last  War. 

Nevertheless,  Jacobs’  re-attribution  of  the  token  was  followed  by  Peter  Seaby;17 
and  also  by  the  Judsons18  on  account  of  one  of  John  Thornton’s  tokens  being  included 
in  the  collection  of  Essex  tokens  formed  by  the  late  Dr.  John  Walker,  presented  to  the 
British  Museum  in  1965  although  housed  there  for  a  number  of  years  prior  to  that. 

What  caused  Jacobs  to  say  that  his  evidence  “almost  certainly”  assigned  the 
token  to  Newport  in  Essex,  the  present  writer  has  been  at  pains  to  discover,  but  with¬ 
out  success.  The  Newport  parish  register  includes  only  one  entry  with  the  name 
Thornton,  viz : 

“Thomas  Nightingale  et  Anna  Thornton  puella  married  21  Sep  1618” 

and  the  Vicar  has  confirmed  that  the  name  was  not  frequently  met  with  in  the  area 
in  the  past.  A  family  of  Thorntons  could  conceivably  have  lived  in  a  nearby  parish 
although  time  and  distance  has  prevented  the  author  from  confirming  or  denying  this 
theory.  In  any  event.  Hearth  Tax,  Assessment  and  other  records  for  the  Uttlesford 
Hundred  for  the  period  elicit  no  clues  as  to  whether  a  family  of  this  name  lived  in  the 
Newport  locality,  and  there  are  no  Wills  of  any  member  of  the  Thornton  family 
from  this  part  of  Essex,  either  at  the  Essex  County  Record  Office,  Chelmsford,  or  the 
Public  Records  Office. 

The  John  Thornton  token  is  not  mentioned  in  any  article  or  publication  on  Essex 
tokens  prior  to  1930,  including  those  by  Charles  Golding,19  C.  W.  Stainsfield,20 
Thomas  Forster,21  and  William  Gilbert.22  There  are  no  additional  clues  to  be  drawn 
from  studying  the  three  prominent  county  journals  concerning  archaeology  and  re¬ 
lated  subjects,23  while  the  only  published  history  of  Newport,  Essex,24  does  not 
mention  tokens  at  ail.  The  only  time  the  name  John  Thornton  occurs  in  the  three 
journals  either  refers  to  a  bell-founder  at  Sudbury,  Suffolk,  or  a  churchwarden  at 
Rochford.  Even  after  Jacobs  had  assigned  the  token  to  Essex,  there  were  no  follow-up 
mentions  in  any  of  the  journals.  His  reasoning  behind  the  re-attribution,  and  the 
evidence  he  gave  for  it,  will  probably  never  be  known. 
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Buckinghamshire 

A  long-standing  member  of  the  British  Numismatic  Society,  and  retired  railway 
official,  James  Odom  Manton  (1851-1946),  had  just  co-authored  a  revision  of  the 
Buckinghamshire  section  of  Williamson’s  Boyne,25  and  had  been  attracted  by  the 
attention  the  John  Thornton  token  had  been  receiving  in  the  BNJf.  Manton  made  a 
search  of  the  parish  registers  at  Newport  Pagnell,  and  found  the  following: 

“Elizabeth  Thornton  daughter  of  John  Thornton  buried  Feb  2  1655 

John  Thornton,  son  of  John  Thornton  &  Elizabeth  his  wife  born  Aug  9  1656”. 

This  information  was  conveyed  by  Edwin  Hollis  (1863-1941),  Curator  of  the 
County  Museum,  Aylesbury,  to  Mr.  A.  H.  Baldwin  senior  (1858-1936),  who  replied 
on  8  September  1934,  stating  that  he  (Baldwin)  was  in  “no  doubt”  of  the  token’s 
place  in  the  Buckinghamshire  series. 

Further  research  by  the  author  has  uncovered  more  entries  in  the  Newport 
Pagnell  registers: 

“Elizabeth  Thornton  dau.  of  John  Thornton  born  May  21  1654 
Elizabeth  Thornton  dyed  and  was  carryed  away  (December  1662) 

Buried  Widdow  Thornton  the  17  of  Oct  1691” 

Mr.  Peter  Seaby  has  kindly  abstracted  the  following  entries  relating  to  the 
Thornton  family  from  the  Register  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  of  the  Bucking¬ 
hamshire  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Society  of  Friends : 

“John  Thornton  born  at  Newport  Pagnell  to  John  and  Elizabeth  of  Newport 
Pagnell  (12  August  1656) 

Zachariah  Thornton  died  at  Newport  Pagnell,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth; 
buried  at  North  Crawley  (25  October  1662) 

Elizabeth  Thornton  died  at  Newport  Pagnell,  wife  of  John  Thornton;  buried 
at  North  Crawley  (29  December  1662) 

John  Thornton  of  Newport  Pagnell  married  at  Newport  to  Susanna  Arnott  of 
Newport  Pagnell  (17  April  1664) 

Samuel  and  Zacharias  Thornton,  twins,  born  at  Newport  Pagnell  to  John 
and  Susanna  Thornton  of  Newport  Pagnell  (10  October  1669) 

Samuel  Thornton  (stillborn)  of  Newport  Pagnell,  son  of  John  and  Susan, 
buried  in  the  Cunningham’s  orchard  at  Newport  Pagnell 

(12  October  1669) 

Zachariah  Thornton,  son  of  John  and  Susan,  died,  buried  at  North  Crawley 

(20  October  1672) 

John  Thornton  of  Newport  died,  buried  in  the  Cunningham’s  orchard  at 
Newport  Pagnell  (16  November  1680) 

John  Thornton  of  Newport  Pagnell,  hatter,  married  at  Sherington  to  Ann 
Hunt  of  Sherington  (5  May  1681)” 

Study  of  the  registers  of  both  faiths  reveals  that  John  Thornton  married  twice; 
firstly  to  Elizabeth  some  time  previous  to  1654,  and  probably  not  in  the  parish  of 
Newport  Pagnell  as  the  relevant  entry  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  local  register;  and 
secondly  to  Susanna  Arnott  in  1664.  His  first  wife  died  in  1662,  which  would  concur 
with  the  style  of  the  token,  suggesting  as  it  does  an  early  (i.e.  Commonwealth  period) 
issue.  “Widdow  Thornton”  buried  in  1691  is  almost  certainly  John’s  second  wife. 
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Susanna.  From  the  entries  quoted  above,  it  would  appear  that  the  only  child  of 
John  Thornton  to  survive  infancy  was  his  eldest  son,  John  (born  1656),  who  was 
married  in  1681. 

In  the  Public  Records  Office,  John  Thornton’s  Will,  made  on  4  November  1680 
(Probate  granted  3  March  1680/1),  describes  him  as  a  “merchant  of  small  wares”. 
In  the  Will,  his  wife  Susanna  is  left  his  shop  and  most  of  his  household  goods.  John 
Thornton  appears  in  the  Michaelmas  1662  Hearth  Tax  Returns,26  but  the  number  of 
hearths  he  paid  taxes  on  is  undecipherable. 

Thornton’s  religious  beliefs  led  him,  with  other  token  issuers  James  Brierly  of 
Olney  (BW  Bucks.  109)  and  Nicholas  Steele  of  North  Crawley  (BW  Bucks.  106), 
into  trouble  on  occasions.  In  1743,  Joseph  Besse  was  to  write27  of  him  and  his  fellow 
Quakers  being  imprisoned  twice  in  four  years : 

“1660 

On  the  30th  of  the  Month  called  January,  were  prisoners  in  the  County  Goal 
sixty  three  persons  .  .  .  including  .  .  .  Seventeen,  who  were  taken  out  of  a 
Meeting  by  Soldiers,  and  carried  to  Justices,  who  upon  their  refusing  to 
Swear,  sent  them  to  Prison  .  .  .  including  .  .  .  John  Thornton ,  Nicholas 
Steel .  .  .” 

According  to  The  Friends  Quarterly  Examiner,2*  the  seventeen  were  committed  to 
the  county  gaol  at  Aylesbury  for  a  total  of  fifteen  weeks. 

“1664 

James  Brierly,  John  Thornton,  and  Nicholas  Steele  .  .  .  among  others  .  .  .  were 
taken  out  of  a  meeting  at  Newport  Pagnell,  and  committed  to  Ailsbury  Goal 
for  three  Months  upon  the  Conventicle  Act,  but  were  detained  there  much 
longer  by  the  Contrivance  of  the  Goaler  and  Clerk  of  the  Peace,  who  revived 
old  Indictments  laid  against  them  for  absenting  from  Church,  &c.  Their 
Usage  in  Prison  was  cruel,  being  kept  in  a  dark  Room,  exposed  to  the  Weather 
so  that  they  could  not  lie  dry  in  their  Beds,  when  they  had  any,  for  they  were 
obliged  for  some  Time  to  lodge  upon  Straw,  and  some  of  them,  being  poor 
Tradesmen,  were  denied  the  use  of  a  Place  to  work  in,  in  order  to  provide  for 
themselves  the  Necessaries  of  Life”. 

John  Thornton’s  son  was  evidently  a  Quaker  too.  In  June  1683  he  was  committed 
to  Aylesbury  gaol  on  a  Writ  de  Excommunicato  capiendo  for  Tithes,  but  received  a 
free  pardon  from  King  James,  “after  having  been  under  close  Confinement  about 
two  Years  and  three  Quarters”  in  1686.  His  wife,  Ann,  was  reprimanded  by  the  petty 
constables  for  absenting  from  church,  and  appeared  at  the  Christmas  1684  Quarter 
Sessions. 

A  fairly  recent  event  offers  further  evidence,  though  by  no  means  conclusive, 
that  John  Thornton’s  token  was  probably  a  Buckinghamshire  one.  A  sale  at  Glen¬ 
dining  &  Co’s  rooms  on  2  February  1972,  included  45  seventeenth-century  tokens 
from  the  South  Midlands  (lot  249).  Approximately  one-third  of  this  number  were 
from  North  Buckinghamshire  localities,  and  among  the  Newport  Pagnell  pieces 
was  one  of  John  Thornton,  its  aged  ticket  stating  with  clarity  that  the  token  be¬ 
longed  to  Buckinghamshire.  Unfortunately  the  vendor,  resident  in  Wiltshire,  was 
unable  to  throw  further  light  on  the  tokens  apart  from  the  fact  that  they  were  origin¬ 
ally  collected  by  a  relative. 
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Conclusion 

The  place-name  Newport  occurs  at  least  eight  times  in  England  alone,29  and  it 
would  be  improper  to  suggest  that  any  token  bearing  the  name  alone  should  belong  to 
a  particular  town  without  proper  documentary  evidence,  or  a  local  find-spot.  These 
notes  show  that  the  token  in  all  probability  emanated  from  Newport  Fagnell,  but 
they  have  only  covered  the  counties  to  which  the  token  has  been  assigned;  the  picture 
is’ yet  to  be  completed.

Queen  approves  new  Medal  for  Gallantry.  A  new  award  for  gallantry — the  Queen’s 
Gallantry  Medal — has  been  instituted  with  the  approval  of  the  Queen.  It  will  rank  after  the 
George  Cross  and  the  George  Medal  and  before  the  Queen’s  Commendation  for  Brave  Conduct. 

The  medal,  whose  holders  will  be  entitled  to  use  the  letters  Q.G.M.  after  their  names,  will 
take  the  place  of  awards  for  gallantry  which  until  now  have  been  made  within  the  Order  of  the 
British  Empire. 

Holders  of  awards  within  the  British  Empire  Order  will  not  be  affected  by  the  institution  of 
the  medal.  Appointments  as  O.B.E.  and  M.B.E.  will  continue  to  be  made,  but  they  will  be  for 
services  other  than  gallantry. 

The  imminence  of  the  institution  of  the  medal  is  thought  to  be  one  of  the  reasons  why 
awards  to  police  officers  for  gallantry,  announced  on  Monday,  did  not  include  those  involved 
in  protecting  Princess  Anne  when  she  was  attacked  by  a  gunman. 

Announcing  the  institution  of  the  medal  in  the  Commons  yesterday,  Mr.  Wilson  pointed 
out  that  the  level  of  awards  within  the  British  Empire  Order  in  the  past  depended  not  on  the 
degree  of  gallantry  but  on  the  rank  or  level  of  responsibility  of  the  person  concerned. 

But  people  tended  to  believe  that  the  O.B.E.  represented  a  higher  degree  of  gallantry  than 
the  M.B.E.  or  B.E.M.  It  was  confusing  and  anomalous  that  considerations  of  rank  or  respon¬ 
sibility  should  enter  into  decisions  on  awards  for  gallantry. 

These  considerations,  Mr.  Wilson  said,  had  led  his  predecessor  (Mr.  Heath)  to  recommend 
discontinuance  of  the  British  Empire  Order  to  recognise  gallantry.  He  was  glad  to  renew  this 
recommendation  when  he  took  office. 

The  medal  is  intended  primarily  for  civilians.  Awards  to  servicemen  will  be  confined  to 
actions  for  which  purely  military  honours  are  not  normally  granted. — Daily  Telegraph,  21  st 
June  1974. 

Fewer  Sixpences.  There  are  now  just  under  200  million  sixpences  “outside  the  Mint” 
compared  with  about  1,900  million  at  the  time  of  decimalisation,  Mr.  Gilbert,  Financial 
Secretarv,  Treasury,  said  in  a  Commons  written  reply  yesterday. — Daily  Telegraph,  26 th  "June 
1974. 

Test  Case  may  follow  Coin  Find.  Fortune  hunters  are  digging  in  to  stop  a  council 
staking  its  claim  on  buried  treasure  found  at  Wheathampstead. 

They  have  rallied  round  62-year-old  Mr.  Lawrence  Chapman,  of  High  Street,  Essendon, 
who  faces  a  £20  fine  for  digging  up  the  turf  at  Nomansland  Common  and  could  have  his 
£500  worth  discovery  of  gold  and  silver  coins  confiscated. 

Legal  experts  of  St.  Albans  District  Council  are  investigating  whether  Mr.  Chapman  can 
be  prosecuted  under  the  common  by-laws  and  whether  the  council  can  claim  the  value  of  the 
coins. 

The  probe  follows  a  complaint  by  Councillor  Bob  Sparrow,  who  says  he  wants  to  stop  the 
common  becoming  “another  Klondyke”. 

But  this  week  the  Treasure  Hunters’  Association — a  1,000  member  body  of  booty  seekers — 
attacked  the  council  move. 

They  have  pledged  to  support  Mr.  Chapman  in  what  the  group  considers  to  be  a  test  case. 

Association  president  Mr.  Ross  Richmond  said:  “Any  threats  of  prosecution  under  the 
by-laws  will  only  encourage  treasure  hunters  to  disobey  the  law'. 

“We  don’t  want  to  follow  the  American  example,  where  treasure  hunters  are  forced  to  act 
under  a  cloak  of  secrecy”. 

Mr.  Richmond  said  that  under  the  present  law  the  coins  found  by  Mr.  Chapman  had  been 
declared  treasure  trove  at  an  inquest  and  undoubtedly  belonged  to  him. — Welwyn  Times  & 
Hatfield  Herald ,  lAth  June  1974. 

Export  of  Silver  Coins  to  be  Curbed.  The  Government  has  acted  to  stop  the  growing 
export  from  Britain  of  silver  coins  to  other  E.C.C.  countries  for  melting  down.  The  trade  has 
developed  over  recent  months  as  a  result  of  the  steep  rise  in  bullion  prices,  which  has  permitted 
silver  alloy  coins  such  as  halfcrowns  and  shillings  (minted  before  1947)  to  be  purchased  at  a 
premium  over  face  value,  but  below  the  silver  value. 
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In  a  parliamentary  question  yesterday  Mr.  Patrick  Duffy,  Labour  MP  for  Sheffield, 
Attercliffe,  asked  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  if  he  was  aware  of  the  practice.  For  the 
Chancellor,  Dr.  John  Gilbert  said  arrangements  had  been  made  with  the  Department  of  Trade 
for  the  issue  of  an  amended  open  general  licence. 

From  July  15  export  of  the  coins  to  E.E.C.  countries  in  quantities  of  more  than  10  would 
be  subject  to  individual  export  licence,  as  is  already  the  case  for  coins  going  to  all  other 
destinations. 

The  price  of  silver  on  the  bullion  markets  rose  from  about  150p  per  fine  troy  ounce  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  to  around  290p  by  the  spring.  It  has  since  dropped  back  to  170p. 

The  Royal  Mint  has  for  some  years  run  a  silver  recovery  programme.  Half-crowns  with  a 
total  face  value  of  £86m  have  been  recovered,  but  a  further  £7m  is  thought  to  be  still  in  the 
hands  of  banks  and  private  individuals. 

At  200p  a  troy  ounce  this  puts  a  value  of  £25m  on  the  unrecovered  coins  and  £300m  on 
those  recovered. 

Although  the  sale  of  the  coins  could  earn  Britain  foreign  currency,  the  Chancellor  believes 
it  is  unfair  to  the  taxpayer,  who  provided  the  money  to  buy  the  silver  originally,  that  private 
individuals  should  now  gain.  It  is  in  any  case  an  offence  under  the  Coinage  Act,  1971,  to  melt 
down  or  break  up  coins. — The  Times ,  6th  July ,  1974. 
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THE  BRITISH  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Society  held  on  June  25th,  the 
President  announced  the  death  of  the  famous  numis¬ 
matist,  Commander  Mack,  and  asked  members  to  rise 
as  a  tribute  to  him.  The  special  volume  of  the  British 
Numismatic  Journal  issued  in  honour  of  the  70th  birthday 
of  Mr.  Blunt  was  presented  to  him  by  the  President. 
Mr.  Dolley  spoke  in  appreciation  of  the  numismatic 
work  of  Mr.  Blunt,  and  Miss  Dolley  made  a  floral 
presentation  to  Mrs.  Blunt. 

A  joint  paper  on  the  1972  Prestwich  hoard  of  coins  of 
the  Stephen  Civil  War  period,  by  Miss  Archibald  and 
Mr.  Elmore  Jones  was  read  by  Miss  Archibald.  The 
speaker  first  described  the  finding  of  the  hoard  on 
April  19th  1972.  This  was  the  largest  hoard  of  the  period 
since  the  Watford  find  of  1818.  It  consisted  of  1065 
coins,  1008  pennies,  and  57  cut  halfpennies.  831  were 
coins  of  Stephen.  Miss  Archibald  showed  many  slides 
of  the  coins,  and  discussed  them.  She  referred  especially 
to  the  “Pereric”  coins,  and  to  those  coins  struck  from 
erased  dies,  in  which  the  Prestwich  Hoard  was  par¬ 
ticularly  rich.  Finally,  she  gave  the  date  of  deposition  of 
the  hoard  as  after  March  1141. 

Mr.  Elmore  Jones  also  spoke  griefly  on  his  work  on  the 
hoard.
